Official Visit of Lord ; 


and Lady 


Willingdon 


Distinguished | Visitors Welcomed by Large Crowd of 
Loyal Citizens and Presented With Illuminated Ad- 
dress—Medals Presented—Veterans, Boy Scouts and 
Girl Guides Inspected—Indians Met at Cairn—Citizens 
Introduced in Reception-Room- of Hotel 


Tuesday, April 28th, will go down 
in the history of Wetaskiwin as a red 
letter day, it being the occasion when 
the City tendered a civic reception to 
His Excellency Lord Willingdon, gov- 
ernor-general of Canada, ‘and Lady 
Willingdon. ‘Not only was this a We- 
taskiwin .reception, but it was a pro- 
vincial reception to Their Excel- 
lencies as well, and among the dis- 
tinguished ‘guests here for the oc- 
casion were His Honor Lieut. Gov- 
ernor Egbert, Premier Brownlee and 
Mrs. Brownlee and Lord and Lady 
Rodney. Their Excellencies reached 
Wetaskiwin promptly at 10 o’clock, 
and it is estimated that fully five 
thousand citizens turned out to do 
them honor. The City was beautifully 
and artistically decorated with ever- 
greens, bunting and flags, and the af- 
fair was an unqualified success, as 
every detail had been arranged and 
nothing whatever occurred to interfere 
with the successfully carrying out of 
the program which had been arrang-

POWER LINE 
: -FOR VIKING 


Viking, April 25—W. Anderson, 
commercial manager of the Calgary 
Power company, arrived in town on 
Tuesday and held a special meeting 
with the town council in ‘regard to 
the franchise agreement to bring 
their power line into town. 

The agreement calls for a franchise 
to supply the town with electrical 
energy for a period of ten years. The 
agreement was given the first read- 
ing by, the council. It will have to 
be passed on by the Board of Utilities 
Commissioners and if found favor- 
able, the company will proceed with 
the construction of the line, which is 
estimated to cost $156,000. 

The power iine will be constructed 
from Camrose via Dinant, Round Hill 
to Ryley. From Ryley the line will go 
‘west to Tofield, and east as far as 
Viking, and eventually may be ex: 
tended to connect up with the com-

UNEMPLOYMENT IS 
BIG PROBLEM 


Experts have estimated that there 
are at the present time something 
like 30,000,000 unemployed persons 
in the world. The largest contributors 
to this huge total are the United 
States, with approximately 4,000,000; 
Germany, with more than 3,000,000; 
Great Britain, with about 1,400,000; 
Italy, with a little more than 1,000,- 
000; Austria, with 500,000. But there 
is one notable exception. To the 
number of idle people France makes 
no contribution at all. She has no 
unemployment problem. 


The fortunate position of France is 
significant and points a moral which 
should not be overlooked by other 
countries in regard to distribution of 
people. It is noteworthy that out of 
40,000,000 population nearly 21,000,- 
000 reside in rural communities, the 
city total being 19,984,766. This bal- 
ance between rural.and urban popula- 
tions thus favoring industrial develop- 
ment, is responsible for the sound 
economic condition of France, which 
not only has been able to find suffi- 
cient work for her- own people since 
the war, but she has imported many 
thousands of workers from _ other 
European countries. The number of 
foreigners in the republic in 1926 was 
over a million more than in 1921. 

With the exception of Paris, Mar- 
seilles, Lyons, Bordeaux and_ Lille, 
France had ho cities in 1926 of more 
than 200,000 population, indicating 
clearly, that she has not developed her 
urban.area at the expense of the 
highly, . productive countryside. A 
striking’ contrast is’ provided’ by’ her 
near neighbor, Germany, with a popu- 
lation of approximately 64,000,000, or 
24,000,000 more, where the number of 
cities exceeding a population of 200, 
000 at thé last census in 1024 was 25, 
with 22 of more than 100,000 and 30 
with ‘more -than 70,000. -Here is the 
evidence of |a. highly. industrialized 
country, urban population overbal- 
ancing the rural population, with the 
result ‘that ‘the nation is’ faced with 
the problem of an unemployment 
army. of more than 3,000,000. 

Great Britain furnishes a still mor 
striking example o¥;an uneven distriX 
bution of population. As far back as 
1901 the urban areas accounted for 77 
per cent and the rural districts for 23 
per cent. In 1921, the date of the last 
census, .-this. condition had grown 
steadily. worse, in spite of the fact 
that. dyring the war years the benefits 
of a more intense development, of the 


at 79.3 for the urban areas and 20.7 
for the rural areas. Britain, of course, 
for many years before the war—par- 
ticularly the decade immediately fol- 
lowing the conflict in South Africa— 
had a serious unemployment prob- 
lem; but such statistics as are now 
available were not kept then, and the 
full force of the condition was not 
impressed upon the public mind as it 
is now. 

A quarter of a century ago the rural 
population of the United States was 
considerably greater than the urban 
population; but the turn of the tide 
came more than ten years ago, the 
census of 1920, for instance, showing 
the division as follows: Urban, 51.4 
per cent, and rural, 48.6. It is fully 
expected, moreover, that the census 
now being taken in the neighboring 
republic will reveal an urban popu- 
lation of at least 60 per cent., and pos- 
sibly more. Here is a part of the ex- 
planation why the United States, 
with a population estimated at 130,- 
000,000, is faced with a problem of at 
least 4,000,000 unemployed, a condi- 
tion proportionately the same ag ob- 
taining in Great Britain. There is the 
difference, however, that the United 
States has more resources with which 
to deal with its idle population than 
the European countries. The Wash- 
ington government is none the less 
exercised over the present state of 
affairs. Italy, of course, is in relative- 
ly the same position as Germany, 
both countries being much worse off 
in this regard than Great Britain. 

Canada’s distribution of population 
now is very much like that of France 
and like that of the United States 30 
cears ago. We should endeavor to 
maintain that condition, to see that 
our urban development shall not im- 
pair our rural progress. Otherwise, 
we, too, will find ourselves in a very 
serious economic condition. Unem- 
ployment in varying scale always 
will be found in urban: communities

AUSRALIA SPRINGS 
SURPRISE ON U.S. 


Australia has handed the tariff con- 
freres a jolt that may make them sit 
up and take notice—also a great 
many other statesmen in both houses 
who have thought they were serving 
their own interests best by killing off 
the foreign trade of the United 
States. The new Australian restric- 
tions are drastic to the, point of ex- 
lusion, in many cases, and in impos- 
ing them the Australian government 
has exhbited such free hand as to 
make itself the wonder of the tariff 


world. And, as if the _ restrictions 
against our trade with Australia, 
amounting to some _ $150,000,000 a 


year, were not enough of themselves 
to give thoughtful_American legislat- 
ors worry, it is intimated that other 
nations, notably France, Germany 
and England, may find in them a 
model which they~will follow to dem- 
onstrate to America that the game of 
commercial exclusion is one that can 
be played in other parts of the world. 

Briefly, the new Alustralian plan 
embodies three outstanding features, 
First,certain commodities may not be 
imported into’ that country except 
with the written consent of the Min- 
ister of Foreign Trade and Custom— 
a delegation of power which perhaps 
has no parallel in modern commercial 
history. Under this category come 
many food manufacturers, agricul- 
tural machinery, radio goods and 
many items of builders’ hardware. 
Another group, including tobacco 
manufactures and locomotives may 
not be imported. except upon a quota 
basis. of 50 per cent of the importa- 
tions of the year ending March 31, 
1930. Still another. group including 
boots and shoes, sporting goods, mo- 
tor cycles, auto, 8 and parts, 
Y * artidlés, ma!

mon tools, and we lived in a small 
log cabin. We had not struck ore of 
much value in the first seventy-five 
feet, but every time we fired a round 
of shots we expected to discover a 
vein that would make us rich.

“In the fall of ninety-nine my part- 
ner, Long Tom, and I were in the 
Coast Range mountains of California, 
working a fairly promising gold mine 
with a rather primitive ‘outfit: ~ We 
did have a hoisting rig with a wind- 
Jass, the barrel of which was made 
from the trunk of a tree and had a 
wooden handle at one end, and it 
served our purpose very well. Just 
in front of the windlass and over the 
mouth of the shaft we put up a stand- 
ard for a sheave, which was rigged 
several feet higher than the windlass 
so that one of us could do the hoist- 
ing and dumping while the other 
worked below. We used an old water 
bucket to haul the ore up in. Besides 
those things we had only a few com- 


shaft and escaped death only ‘by a 
miracle; he had fbroken his leg and 
had received some severe bruises. 
Although he had recovered from the 
accident, he had not regained the 
complete use of his injured leg; so 
we decided that he should work at 
the top. 

“There was no loose rock to be 
hauled up, and so there was little 
for Tom to do until after I had put
